A verdict was expected today . 
There is a nearly universal feeling that 
Drey fus will b e condemned. 
The one source of hope is.M. Lalxiri 
him se If, who said: 
“ W e fear that Cap- 
tiun D rey fus will b e condemned, b ut we 
do not intend to throw up the spouge. 
We sliall uo on lighting for him .” 
M .iaures, the socialist leader, and 
other proniiueiit Drey fusards expressed 
a siinilar opiuiou. 
Tiie m ilitary precautions are of the 
mo St elab orate character, and no a t­ 
tempt at disorder is likely to have the 
siiiihtest success. 
The n ews of the pub licatiou of Count 
von Huelow’s speech iu The Reichzan- 
zeii^er reached Reimes last night and 
was consi(iered very im portant on the 
0 vf of a verdict, which, in some quar­ 
ter-, it was tliought will b e regarded as a 
slight b y (.iermany if it b e a condem na­ 
tion, as la'iiig tantam ount to a pub lic 
refu-al to ta k e the word of Emperor 
W illiam, as his minister is merely his 
mouthpiece.

Some of the letters of the prisoner 
were read, all breathing the same de­ 
sire to live to set1 his honor restored, 
though the w riter was broken down in 
health and spirit. 
“Five m inisters of w ar,1’ said NI. De- 
U)auge. “ pronounced Dreyfus guilty, 
while adm itting it was impossible to 
produce proofs. 
General do Boisdeffre, 
Gen ral (-rouse and General Boget also 
affirmed their belief in ins guilt. 
But, 
happily, they stated reasons aud, in ­ 
stead of proofs, only accumulated pre­ 
sumptions.” 
Alter pointing out that the generals 
only studied tile case a) the very m o­

It was likewise inex­ 
plicable that General Saussier aud Gen­ 
eral Mender took no steps to verify the 
socalled confessions, w h ich were lost 
eight of until M. Cavaignac sprung them 
upon the chamber of deputies as proof 
OI the guilt of D rey fu s.

cassation had justly decided that they 
were not confessions. 
Proceeding to discuss the secret dos­ 
sier, M. Demauge examined the docu­ 
ments one after the other. He said that 
interpretations of the document com­ 
mencing “doubts proof” were hypo­ 
thetical, but ti lev applied much more 
equally to Esterhazy man to Dreyfus. 
it was so with m e other documents 
There was nothing to indicate that

The sixtn document was a letter by 
Count Von 
M uuster-Ledeuburg, the 
Germau ambassador to France, from 
Germany to Colonel Schwartzkoppeu, 
the m ilitary attache of Germany at 
Paris, containing the words, “ as regard 
Dreyfus, we are easy.” 
M. Demauge 
pointed out that tile Dre\ fas case wus 
the universal topic of Germany at tile 
tim e, aud, at first, the German officials 
m ight have beeu uueasy, but had evi­ 
dently reassured themselves. Counsel 
was iudignaut that because Couut Von 
M unster-fjedeuburg had not expressly 
declared Dreyfns was innocent, the 
prosecution 
had 
deduced 
from his 
words an avowal of the guilt of Drey­ 
fus. 
iii regard to the letters of Nov. 2 and 
Nov. ii, sent by Major Panizzardi to 
his chief, it has beeu alleged that they 
proved Dreyfus had relations 
with 
Colonel Schwartzkoppeu, whereas in re­ 
ality Major Panizzardi merely denied 
that Dreyfus had auy relations w ith 
Italy. 
It was impossible to doubt the 
authenticity of these facts. 
It was in­ 
credible that Colouel Schwartzkoppeu 
and Major Panizzardi deceived their 
governments. 
Toe omission of Ester- 
hazy’s name from these letters was in­ 
tentional. 
Concluding his examinations of the 
secret dossier, M. Demange remarked 
that he felt compelled to refer to these 
documents em anating from a foreigner, 
as General Mcrcier relied upon them to 
support the guilt of Dreyfus. 
The 
statem ents of the m ilitary attaches that 
they had no relations w ith Dreyfus 
had bei n continued by the statem ent of 
the m inister in the 
reiehstug, who 
could not have been deceived by his a t­ 
tache at Paris. 
A recess was taken. 
On the resum ption of the session M. 
Demauge discussed the circum stantial 
evidence adduced iu 1894. 
He said the 
perturbation of Dreyfus at tin* dictation 
scene had nothing to do w ith producing 
the idea of guilt in the minds ol those 
present. 
Colonel Du Paty de Clam, M. 
Coelder! aud Major G nbelin were alii 
convinced before hand of his guilt u s a 
result of evidence winch they consid­ 
ered unimpeachable, so much so th at 
they wished Dreyfus to blow out his 
brains, bm Dreyfus declined because lie 
was innocent. M. Demauge successively 
showed Hie Uollowuess of tile stories of 
M atthieu Dreyfus’ attem pt to corrupt 
Colonel Saudherr, the late Lieuteuaut 
Colonel H enry’s theatrical denunciation 
of Dreyfus as a traitor at the courtm ar­ 
tial of 1894 and tile reports of the detec­ 
tives. 
A lter deinonstratiug the falsity of 
other evidence, counsel said the only 
proof left was the bordereau. W ho 
could have sent i t V 
Who wrote it? 
Complete light could only oe shed on it 
by the production of the notes enum er­ 
ated rn the bordereau. 
This had beeu san! by General Zur- 
lindeii himself. 
But counsel asked the 
court to remember w ith reference to 
these notes that all General Deloye 
could say that it was not impossible that 
Dreyfus might have possessed them.

in the United States.

great decrease in the area of western 
ranges for raising cheap cattle. 
I here 
can be no question about the prosper­ 
ous conditions existing in the I nited 
States. Everywhere I went during my 
six weeks’ trip to the Pacific coast I 
saw workers busy at good wages. 
We 
know it is the same in the mills aud 
factories of the east. 
'File American people are great meat 
eaters. 
Even the laboring man wants 
meat two or three times a day when 
he has the money to buy. 
II** has the 
money now, because he is earning 
good wages. With prosperity has come 
an enormously increased demand for 
meats. 
Wherever our Hag goes meat 
enters will multiply and make business 
for the stock raiders of America, luei- 
dentally, let me say that the meat 
eaters rule the world, 
lf Englishmen 
were fed on potatoes a few generations 
and Irishmen on meat the capital of 
the British empire would be transfer­ 
red from London to Dublin.

It will be observed that since 
1802 the number of cattle has decreas­ 
ed nearly 10.000,000, or about 27 per 
cent, but it must also be remembered 
that the population of the country has 
been increasing. The number of sheep 
lias decreased nearly 8,000,000 head, or 
about IO per cent since 1893, while the 
swine since the high water mark of 
1892 have fallen off nearly 14,000,000 
head, or more than 20 per cent. 
“ It is a deplorable fact that the 
ranges of the semiarid regions of the 
west have been eaten down to the 
roots over wide areas. It is one of the 
most striking things I noticed during 
my trip west, ('attle have been grazed 
on these ranges without giving the 
grasses time to renew themselves, aud 
for the time being they are ruined. 
The ranges were in such continuous 
use that the grasses had no opportu­ 
nity to bear seed. Nevada was once a 
great cattle state, but I was told its 
stock had been reduced by oue-half. 
Sheep arc being driven into the Sierra 
mountains to eat up the little patches 
left in the valleys. 
At one station 
where I stopped a rancher applied for 
cars to carty his sheep to pasturage 
over 200 miles away. 
From Wyoming 
westward I saw very little grass, ci­ 
ther green or dry. 
“ lf the prices of meat continue high, 
the farmers in the corn belt will take 
to raising live stock. 
It will pay them 
better than raising the raw material. 
They "ill transform some of their 
grain fields into pasturage and feed 
their cheap corn to the cattle. 
Instead 
of killing calves for veal they will 
raise beef cattle, and in 2G years they 
can make a great increase iii the sup­ 
ply. 
A single year will be enough to 
grow more sheep and swine. 
“ At prevailing prices it is more p r o f ­ 
itable to fatten cattle with corn than 
to ship the grain away. 
By raising 
stock the farmer gets a home market 
f o r his corn.

Everywhere I went during my 
six weeks’ trip to the Pacific coast I 
saw workers busy at good wages. 
We 
know it is the sam e in the m ills and 
factories of the east. 
“The American people are great meat 
eaters. 
Even the laboring man wants 
meat two or three times a day when 
he has tile money to buy. 
Ile has the 
money now, because lie is earning 
good wages. With prosperity has come 
an enormously increased demand for 
meats. 
Wherever our ting g o e s meat 
eaters will multiply and make business 
for the stock raisers of America. Inci­ 
dentally, let me say that the meat 
eaters rule the world, 
lf Englishmen 
were fell on potatoes a few generations 
ami Irishmen oil meat the capital of 
the British empire would he transfer­ 
red from London to Dublin.

“ It is noticeable that the decrease 
began as hard times pinched. 
The 
number of sheep increased somewhat 
during the last two years, and that 
was probably due to the fact that 
many persons substituted mutton for 
beef. 
It will be observed that since 
18B1! the number of cattle has decreas­ 
ed nearly 10.000,tXK), or about 27 per 
cent. hut it must also be remembered 
that the population of the country has 
been increasing. The number of sheep 
lias decreased nearly 8 .(HX).000 head, or 
about IO per cent since 1803, while the 
swine since the high water mark of 
1802 have fallen off nearly 14,000,000 
head, or more than 20 per cent. 
“ It is a deplorable fact that the 
ranges of the semiarid regions of tile 
west have been eaten down to tile 
roots over wide areas. It is one of the 
most striking things I noticed during 
my trip west. Pattie have been grazed 
on these ranges without giving the 
grasses limo to renew themselves, anil 
for the time being they are ruined. 
The ranges were in such continuous 
use that the grasses had no opportu­ 
nity to hear seed. Nevada was once a 
great cattle state, but I was told its 
stock had been reduced by one-half. 
Sheep are being driven into the Sierra 
mountains to cai up the little patches 
left, in the valleys. 
At one station 
where I stopped a rancher applied for 
ears to carry his sheep to pasturage 
over 2(Kl miles away. 
From Wyoming 
westward I saw very little grass, ei­ 
ther green or dry. 
“ lf the prices of meat continue high, 
the farmers in the corn belt will take 
to raising live stock. 
It will pay them 
better than raising the raw material. 
They will transform some of their 
grainfields into pasturage and feed 
their cheap corn to the cattle. 
Instead 
of killing calves for veal they will 
raise beef cattle, and in 2 G years they 
can make a great increase in the sup­ 
ply. 
A single year will he enough to 
grow more sheep and swine. 
“At prevailing prices it is more prof­ 
itable to fatten cattle with corn than 
to ship the grain away. 
By raising 
stock the farmer gets a home market 
for his corn. 
Iowa farmers have al­ 
ready learned a good lesson in this 
line. 
In former years they raised 
sheep for their wool. 
Now they raise 
sheep for mutton aud rind that ii pays

BUBONIC PLAG UE’S SPREAD. 


Marine 
Hospital 
Report* 
on

Sources of Infection at M e c c a 
The official reports to Supervising 
General W yman of the marine hospi­ 
tal service at W ashington in regard to 
the outbreak of tile bubonic plague 
among the pilgrims returning from 
Mecca show’ an inexcusable negligence 
of 
the 
most 
ordinary 
precautions 
against the spread of tile terrible dis­ 
ease am ong the countries to the west 
of Turkey, says the Philadelphia Pub­ 
lic Ledger. 
So derelict were the resi­ 
dent physicians and officials that it 
even became possible for the plague to 
extend as far as southern Europe and 
ultim ately make its appearance in the 
United States. 
The danger of the spread of conta 
gion at the second annual pilgrimage 
to Mecca is alw ays so great that pil 
griins returning by vessels along the 
Mediterranean or through the Black 
sea are required to undergo quaran 
tine in the lazaretto provided for them 
Of course there are frequent attem pts 
to evade the rules of the civil authori 
tics, and here aud there parties of pil 
griins escape from vessels at different 
ports, aud oftentim es a vessel is re­ 
fused entry at a port and so goes on 
from city to city, carrying its sick and 
dead, if it lins any, until finally by de­ 
ception a landing is made and the 
health authorities get at the facts in 
the case. 
In the last and most aggravating 
case reported there were four dead 


j men on board a vessel loaded with 
I.goo pilgrims, and the deaths were un 
mistakable from the bubonic plague 
The T urkish health authorities state 
that there is great danger of the spread 
of the disease by m eans of rats and 
mice in vessels engaged in carrying 
rice w estw ard. These vermin are very 
common iii such ships, and while every 
effort is made to exterm inate them 
this is im p o ssib le , and it would be al­ 
most Impossible to prevent Hie disease 
being carried in this way to the w est­ 
ern ports of Ute M editerranean aud 
even to America.

The danger of the spread of conta­ 
gion at the second annual pilgrimage 
to Mecca is a lw ay s so great that pil­ 
grim s returning by vessels along tho 
M editerranean or through The Black 
sea are required to undergo quaran­ 
tine in tile lazaretto provided for them. 
Of course there are frequent attem pts 
to evade the rules of the civil authori­ 
ties, aud here and there parties of pil­ 
grim s escape from vessels tit different 
ports, and oftentim es a vessel is re­ 
fused entry at a port and so goes on 
from city to city, carry fug its sick and 
dead, if it lins any, until finally by de­ 
ception ti 
lauding Is made and 
the 
health authorities get at the facts iii 
the case. 
In 
Hie last aud most aggravating 
case reported there wore four dead 
men on hoard a vessel loaded with 
1,200 pilgrims, and the deaths were un 
m istukabb 
from the bubonic plague 
The Turkish health authorities state 
that t h e r e is great danger of the spread 
of the disease by means of rats and 
mice in vessels engaged in carrying 
rice westw ard. 
These vermin are very 
common iii such ships, and while every 
effort 
is made to exterm inate them 
this is impossible, and it would be al­ 
most impossible to prevent tile disease 
being carried iii this w ay to the w e st­ 
ern ports of the Mediterranean aud 
even to America.

The Farmers’ Federation of tho Mis 
sissippi Valley promises lo revolution 
ize the agricultural business of the 
country by stepping in as the agent ut 
the producer anJ protecting him from 
the extortions of the middleman. 
The 
trust also promises to break down the 
influences which have controlled aud 
fixed the prices of the products of tile 
farm by storing in elevators, granaries 
and cribs surplus grain and placing 
only on the market enough to supply 
the demands. 
The purpose of the cor­ 
poration, according to the Topeka cor­ 
respondent of the New York Sun, is to 
“regulate and control the sale aud ship­ 
ment of farm products of all the states 
and territories of the Mississippi val­ 
ley and to establish aud maintain of­ 
fices, yards, grain elevators aud to ap­ 
point and maintain agents aud agen­ 
cies for handling, gathering, keeping, 
selling and distributing products, aud 
to loan aud borrow money aud to do a 
banking business.” The places where 
its business is to be transacted are 
Topeka, 
Omaha, 
Kansas 
City, 
st. 
Louis, Chicago aud New Orleans. 
The amount of capital stock will be 
f 20,OOO,OOO, 
divided 
into 
2,000,000 
shares of $10 each. 
In addition to the 
bank department provided for in the 
charter, the bylaws create a bureau of 
statistics and separate sale depart­ 
ments for grain, live stock, cotton aud 
tobacco. 
The 
bylaws 
also 
provide 
that there shall be no rebates to ship­ 
pers or dividends paid to stockholders, 
but the surplus earnings of the com­ 
pany shall be held as a reserve fund to 
finance the bauk department, to pay 
interest on the bonds of the company 
and for the purchase of the business 
and good will of commission houses. 
Later on, when this institution shall be 
brought to a successful issue, the sur­ 
plus earnings from a commission and 
from the loans of money by the bauk 
department shall be equally divided be­ 
tween tile stockholders aud the farm­ 
ers, who may be the holders of non­ 
transferable bonds of the company. 
In order that the business of con­ 
centration may be facilitated and the 
work of emancipation may be speedily 
accomplished, it is further provided 
by the bylaws that th re may be is 
sued $10,(MAMXX) of 5 per cent 20 year 
debenture bonds of the company, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary 
to jf rehase the business and good will 
of the commission houses of Chicago. 
Kansas City. Omaha, St. Louis aud 
New Orleans. 
The headquarters of 
the federation will be at Chicago after 
January next. 
Replying to the question, “Will the 
farmers of the west stand together?” 
President* Allen says: “It is not nec­ 
essary that all the farmers should 
stand together in the execution of this 
plan for mutual protection. 
If one- 
twentieth of the farmers of the west 
and south who produce corn, wheat 
and cotton equal to the export de­ 
mand should unite with the Fanners* 
Federation, with pledges to abide by 
its rules aud regulations, protection 
could then be afforded to every pro­ 
ducer of corn, wheat and cotton in the 
United States. The power that eau 
check or restrain shipments of farm 
products, the power to hold out of the 
public markets of the United States 
5 per cent or any percentage, however 
small, is the master who can regulate 
the price of corn, wheat and cotton in 
the home market and iii all the mar­ 
kets of the world.” 
President Allen admits that this fed­ 
eration is a gigantic trust, but he 
says: “There is nothing iu the charter 
nor in the bylaws that conflicts with 
the interstate commerce law nor with 
antitrust laws of any of the states of 
the Union. 
Its purpose is not to re­ 
strain 
production 
nor to arbitrarily 
fix prices. 
It a s s u m e s only the power 
to

Hut the most practical and 
thorough manner is to fasten a cord 
around the body of the animal, close to 
the fore legs, and two people should 
hold the ends of the cord on either side 
of the unfortunate dog. 
A third party, 
armed with a stout rope, takes a posi­ 
tion immediately in front of the canine 
acrobat aud, with a measured aud 
masterly stroke, flogs the floor at close 
quarters to the dog s nose. 
At each stroke of the rope the dog 
springs backward, and that movement 
is the trainer’s goldeu opportunity. 
As 
the dog springs backward the rope 
passing under its body is jerked up­ 
ward. and. although the first few at­ 
tempts may prove futile, the Somerset 
is acquired in course of time. 
An intel­ 
ligent dog soon sickens of this order of 
things and throw’s somersets w’itliout 
the assistance of ropes.

“Only those who have been in India 
aud seen the ravages of the plague can 
form any idea of the situation there.” 
said Miss Anstiee Abbott of Bombay 
the other day, prefacing a story of the 
plague stricken east. 
Miss Abbott is 
a missionary under the American for­ 
eign board. 
She will return to Bom­ 
bay after a visit with friends in Chica­ 
go and elsewhere in the I tiffed States, 
says the Kansas City Times. 
“The bubonic plague came to India 
from Hongkong in the fall of 18fK> aud 
has raged there siuoe.” said the mis­ 
sionary. “Its place of origin is thought 
to be In the interior of China, aud it 
I has long terrorized Asia. 
It may reach 
i the Philippines, although 
I 
haven’t 


I heard of its having done so. 
There 
! is no danger of the disease spreading 
; to the United States or Europe, as it is 
I chiefly the lack of sanitation that has 
i caused it to thrive in Asiatic lands, 
I aud there it has attacked very few Eti- 
I ropeans until recently.

elans from all parts of the world and 
the various commissions appointed by 
the British government to find some 
adequate remedy or preventive. 
“The only thing that has as yet been 
found to combat the plague is inocuia 
tion with a serum developed In France. 
The Hindoos insist on funeral serv­ 
ices according to their ancient rites, 
and, these being denied them, they se­ 
crete dead bodies aud seek to burn 
them according to their custom, 
lo 
them the future happiness of the de­ 
parted depends on the funeral, 
lh** 
Mohammedans also object to the work 
of the municipality in striving to abate 
the disease, as tin* followers of the 
prophet object to their women being 
seen by foreigners, and this militates 
against the work of tin4 European phy­ 
sicians. 
The tire worshipers allow the 
vultures to devour the dead, and the 
exposure of the remains has 
been 
largely responsible for the spread of 
the plague. 
It is well known that the 
appearance of dead rats is au indi­ 
cation that the fever germ is iii the 
house, and when a lifeless rodent is 
found the house in which it dies is va­ 
cated and the inmates sent to the 
segregating hospitals. 
“Many more men than women have 
been stricken, and the preponderance 
of widows is rapidly growing. 
This is 
proving a source of great distress and 
hardship, as where the family of the 
dead husband is not able to keep the 
widow as a drudge she is sold or given 
away. 
This, however, holds true only 
among th** high caste Hindoos. Others 
are permitted to remarry. 
Many of 
tilt* p o o r e r classes are sent to the de 
tention hospitals, and while away their 
houses and all belongings are burned 
by the municipal agents. 
When the 
natives return, they are reimbursed, 
but f ew apply for assistance, and th*? 
result is great distress. 
An impression 
has gone f o rth that the famine in In­ 
dia has contribute*! to th** plague’s 
virility. 
This is not the case. 
“The plague lins not invaded 
the 
poverty stricken districts. 
I fear that 
there will be a mot*? general famine in 
India this sen son than hi -* t. 
From a 
letter I r***■«*in **<I recently I learn there 
had been no rainfall when the missive 
was written, aud I have seen no ac­ 
count in the telegraph reports of any 
precipitation since it was mailed. 
If 
no rain should fall during til** usual 
Reason, the drought will cause a loss of 
all crops.

Timothy is the illustration used of an 
early Christian Endeavored A study of 
his training, character and life will 
prove the wisdom of the selection of 
Timothy as an early endeavored 
He 
was born at Lystra or Derbe. 
His fa­ 
ther was a Greek and probably died 
When Timothy was a babe. His mother 
was a Jewess named Eunice, and lier 
mother was named Lois. 
The care and 
training of Timothy devolved upon his 
mother and grandmother. His training 
was therefore decidedly Jewish when 
Paul and Barnabas were in Lycaonia 
(Acts xiv, ti). 
Timothy and his moth 
cr received the gospel with “ unfeigned 
faith. ’’ 
Seven years later, when Paul 
returned and Timothy had grown to 
young manhood, he was set apart to the 
work of an evangelist, 
He then became 
a companion and colaborer with Paul 
and was signally consecrated and devot­ 
ed. 
Later he was stationed at Ephesus 
to check the heresies and licentiousness 
of the Ephesian church. Tradition says 
that he continued here as pastor of the 
church ( f Ephesus and died a martyr’s 
death under Dom it inn or Nerva. 
In what did Timothy resemble a Jon 
ior Endeavor* r ? 
I. Tim othy’s religious training be­ 
gan in his ch ii* I hood. 
That Timothy 
might stand steadfast iii the faith amid 
the heresies of Ephesus Paul reminded 
him that * * from a babe thou hast known 
the Holy Scriptures, which are able to 
make thee w ise unto salvation, through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus. 
I he 
Junior Endeavour begins early to be re­ 
ligiously trained and taught, and the 
Holy Scriptures should be his principal 
religions textbook. 
He should begin 
early to commit God's word to memory. 
Timothy as an early Endeavour 
had good teac hers. Paul speaks of those 
>f whom Timothy had learned his reli­ 
gions truths. Whether the apostle refers 
to th*? Huh Spirit, to himself or Tim ­ 
othy's mother and grandmother is a 
matter of difference of opinion. 
But 
Timothy was taught by all. 
The Holy 
Ghost taught him. Paul taught him, 
and his dear ones taught him. 
I hey 
understood what they taught and whom 
they taught. They knew th** Holy Scrip­ 
tures and understood child life, which 
* very successful teacher of children 
mum do 
They taught by example as 
well as precept. Paul, Eunice aud Luis 
exemplified to Timothy the Scriptural 
truths which they taught him. 
No one 
should presume to train children unless 
he knows what he teaches, whom he 
teaches and exemplifies in his own life 
that w bien lie teaches.

“The high price of m eats is caused 
by the sm aller supply and the improv­ 
ed conditions thAt enable the m asses 
to purchase more animal food,

Secretary W ilson to a W ashington rep­ 
resentative of the Chicago Tim es-Her­ 
ald tile other afternoon. 
“There are three prime reasons for 
the higher prices of beef,” continued 
the head of the agricultural depart­ 
ment. 
“One is the great and wide­ 
spread prosperity of the country. 
A 
second is the reduced number of cattle 
In the United States. 
A third Is the 
great decrease in the area of western 
ranges for raising cheap cattle. 
There 
can he no question about the prosper­ 
ous conditions existing in the United 
States. 
Everyw here I went during my 
six w eeks’ trip to the Pacific coast I 
saw workers busy at good w ages. 
We 
know it Is the sam e in the m ills and 
factories of tin* east. 
“The American people are great meat 
eaters. 
Even the laboring man wants 
meat two or three tim es a day when 
he has the money to buy. 
Ile has the 
money now, beeause he is earning 
good wages. With prosperity has come 
an enorm ously Increased demand for 
meats. 
W herever our Hag goes meat 
eaters will multiply and make business 
for the stock raiders of America. Inci­ 
dentally, let me say that the meat 
eaters rule the world, 
lf Englishmen 
Were fed on potatoes a few generations 
and Irishmen on meat the capital *>f 
the British em pire would be transfer­ 
red from London to Dublin. 
“ For various reasons the number of 
meat anim als in tin* country has been 
growing gradually 
less for several 
years. 
Hard tim es forced people to 
economize by using less meat. The re­ 
sult was a sm aller demand for live 
stock, with A lowering of prices, which 
in turn led stock raisers to grow fewer 
animala. I.arg** losses from disease and 
exposure last year also laid some effect 
In the sam e direction.

It will la* observed that since 
181*2 the number o f cattle has decreas­ 
ed nearly I Od MKMXX), or about ”7 per 
cent, but it must alto la* remembered 
that the population of the country has 
been Increasing. The number of sheep 
has decreased nearly 8,000.000 head, or 
about JO |a*r cent since 181*3, while the 
sw ine since the high water mark of 
1802 have fallen off nearly 14,000,000 
head, or more than 26 per cent. 
“ It is a deplorable fact that the 
ranges of the semiarid regions of the 
west ha vt* been eaten down to the 
roots over wide areas. It Is one of the 
most striking things I noticed during 
my trip w est. ( ’attle have been grazed 
on these ranges without giving the 
grasses tim e to renew them selves, and 
for the tim e being they are ruined. 
The ranges were iii such continuous 
Use that the grasses had no opportu­ 
nity to bear seed. Nevada was once a 
great cattle state, but I w as told its 
stock had been reduced by one-half. 
Sheep are being driven Into the Sierra 
mountains to eat up the little patches 
left In the valleys, 
At one station 
where I stopped a rancher applied for 
oars to carry Ills sheep to pasturage 
over -«Ki m iles away. 
From W yoming 
westward I saw very little grass, ei­ 
ther green or dry. 
“ lf th*- prices of meat continue high, 
the farmers in the corn belt will take 
to raising live stock. 
It will pay them 
better than raising the raw material. 
They will transform some of their 
grain fields 
Into pasturage and 
feed 
their cheap corn to th** cattle. 
Instead 
of killing calves for veal they will 
raise beef cattle, mid tu 2 Vj years they 
can make a great increase in the sup­ 
ply. 
A single year will be enough to 
grow more sheep aud swine. 
“At p re'ailing prices it is more prof­ 
itable to fatten cattle with corn than 
to ship the grain away. 
By raising 
stock tie* farmer gets a horn** market 
for his corn. 
Iowa farmers have al­ 
ready learned a good lesson in this 
line. 
In form er years they 
raised 
sheep for their wop!. 
Now they raise 
sheep for mutton aud find that it pays 


, to feed them on corn. 
It is also profit- 


1 able to raise hogs at prevailing prices. 
The farm ers of the U nited States are 
faring well all along the line, but thej 
are only getting their share of the gen­ 
eral p rosp erity.”

T he danger of the spread of conta­ 
gion at tile second annual pilgrim age 
to Mecca is a lw a y s so great th at pil­ 
grim s returning by vessels along the 
M editerranean or through the Black 
sea are refillired to undergo quaran­ 
tine in tin* lazaretto provided for them. 
Of course there are frequent attem p ts 
to evade the rules of the civil authori­ 
ties, aud here and there parties of pil­ 
grim s escape from vessels at different 
ports, aud o ften tim es a vessel is re­ 
fused entry at a port and so goes oil 
from city to city, carrying its sick and 
dead, if it has any, until finally by de­ 
ception a landing Is made and 
the 
health authorities get at Hie facts in 
the case. 
In the last and m ost aggravating 
case reported there w ere four dead 
men on board a vessel loaded with 
1,290 pilgrims, and the deaths w ere un­ 
m istakably from the bubonic plague.

influences w hich have controlled and 
fixed the prices of tile products of the 
farm by storing in elevators, granaries 
and cribs su rp lu s grain and placing 
only on th e m arket enough to supply 
th e dem ands. 
The purpose of the cor­ 
poration, according to the T opeka cor­ 
respondent of the New York Sun, is to 
“regulate an d control the sale aud ship 
ment of farm products of all the states 
and territories of the Mississippi val­ 
ley and to establish aud m aintain of­ 
fices, yards, g rain elevators aud to ap­ 
point ami m aintain agents an d agen­ 
cies for handling, gathering, keeping, 
selling and distributing products, aud 
to loan an d borrow money aud to do a 
banking business.” The places where 
its business is to be transacted are 
Topeka, 
O m aha, 
K ansas 
City, 
fest. 
Louis, Chicago and New Orleans. 
The am o u n t of capital stock will be 
$20,000,000, 
divided 
into 
2,(XX),OOO 
shares of .Sin each. 
In addition to the 
bank d e p a rtm en t provided for in Hie 
charter, tho bylaw s create a bureau of 
statistics and 
separate sale d ep art­ 
m ents for grain, live stock, cotton and 
tobacco. 
'I’lie 
bylaws 
also 
provide 
th at there shall be no rebates to ship­ 
pers or dividends paid to stockholders, 
but the su rp lu s earnings of th e com­ 
pany shall be beld as a reserve fund to 
finance the bank departm ent, to pay 
interest on th e bonds of the company 
aud for the purchase of the business 
and good will of commission houses. 
L ater on, w hen this institution shall he 
brought to a successful issue, the sur­ 
plus earnings from a commission and 
from the loans of money by the bunk 
departm ent shall be equally divided be­ 
tween the stockholders and the (arm ­ 
ers, who m ay be the holders of non­ 
transferable bonds of the com pany.

T E A C H IN G DOGS TRICKS. 


O n e T h a t W o u l d Ile A m u s i n g l f T r i e d 
I p o l l I o u r*«* If. 
Although it is by no means an un ­ 
com m on tiling to see dogs throw sum 
erset a fte r Somerset in stage perform ­ 
ances, it is a som ew hat rem arkable 
fact Hint few people know how such 
anim als can be tau g h t such a difficult 
feat. 
Ask a friend how lie thinks a dog can 
be initiated into tile mysteries of som ­ 
erset throwing, and you will receive 
some very curious suggestions. 
As there is more ‘ ban one way of 
cooking a goose, so there is more than 
one method of teaching a dog to throw 
somersets. 
But the most practical and 
thorough m anner is to fasten a cord 
around the body of the animal, close to 
tin* fore legs. and tw o people should 
hold the ends of tile Cord on either side 
of the unfortunate dog. 
A third party, 
arm ed with a stout rope, takes a posi­ 
tion immediately in front of tin* canine 
acro b at and, with a measured a u d 
m asterly stroke, flogs the floor ut clos** 
q u a rte rs to the dog s nose. 
A t each stroke of the rope the dog 
springs backward, aud that movem ent 
is th e train er’s golden opportunity.

“Dilly those w ho have been in India 
and seen the ravages of the plague can 
form any idea of the situation there, 
said Miss A notice Abbott of Bombay 
the other day, prefacing a story of the 
plague stricken east. 
Miss Abbott is 
a missionary under the American for­ 
eign board. 
She will return to Bom­ 
bay after a visit with friends in Chica­ 
go aud elsew here in the I nited States, 
says the K ansas City limes. 
“ The bubonic plague cam e to India 
from H ongkong In Hie fall of 1806 and 
bas raged there since,” said the mis­ 
sionary. “ Its place of origin is thought 
to be in the Interior of China, aud it 
has long terrorised Asia, 
it may reaeh 
tile Philippines, although 
I 
h a v e n t 
heard of its having done so. 
There 
is no danger of the disease spreading 
to the United States or Europe, as it :s 
chiefly the lack of sanitation that has 
caused it to thrive in Asiatic lands, 
and there it has attache*! very few Ku- 
ropeans until recently. 
Strict quaran­ 
tine and cleanliness constitute sutfi- 
ctent protection against it. 
•Tile course <»f the fever runs In 
about 20 weeks, and at the end of that 
tim e 
the 
glandular 
swelling, 
from 
which tin* 
malady 
takes its name,: 
bursts, resulting in death. 
The tem ­ 
perature of the patient rises to 0*7 • I* 
IOO degrees, and som etimes dissolution 
results se quickly th a t the victim drops 
lifeless in the street. 
T he percentage 
of fatalities Is very large. 
Out of 67 
eases ill proved fatal, and in another 
instance I recall 57 out of 50 persons 
stricken died. 
“ For the week ended March 15, ISO'.!, 
when I left India, there were 2,411 
deaths all told in the city of Bombay, 
and of 
hose not over 50 were due to 
natural causes. 
It is difficult for tho 
health authorities to get exact figures. 
as the natives conceal the facts. 
Since 
the beginning of the plague in Bombay 
more th an 75,000 residents have died, 
and its inroads have progressed la 
spite of the efforts of em inent physi­ 
cians from all parts of the world and 
the various coni missions appointed by 
the British governm ent to find some 
adequate remedy or preventive. 
“The only thing that has as yet been 
found to com bat the plague is inocula­ 
tion with a serum developed in France. 
T he Hindoos insist on funeral serv­ 
ices according to their ancient rites, 
and, these being denied them, they se­ 
crete dead bodies aud seek to burn 
them according to their custom. 
To 
them the future happiness of the de­ 
parted depends oil tile fuueral. 
I Ii*1 
M oham m edans also object to tin* work 
of the m unicipality In striving to abate 
the disease, as Hic followers of the 
prophet object to their women being 
seen by foreigners, and this m ilitates 
against the work of the European phy­ 
sicians. 
T he fire worshipers allow the 
vultures to devour the dead, and the 
exposure of the remains 
has 
been 
largely responsible for the spread of 
the plague. 
It is well known that the 
appearance of dead rats is an indi­ 
cation th a t the fever germ Is In the 
house, aud when a lifeless rodent Is 
found the house in which it dies is va­ 
cated and tin* inm ates scut to tile 
segregating hospitals. 
“ Many mole men than women have 
been stricken, and the preponderance 
of widows Is rapidly glowing. 
This Is 
proving a source of great distress and 
hardship, as where tin* family of the 
dead husband Is not able to keep the 
widow as a drudge she is sold or given 
aw ay. 
This, however, holds true only 
am ong the high caste liiudoos. o th e rs 
are perm itted to rem arry. 
Many of 
the poorer classes are sent to the de 
lention hospitals, and while aw ay their vci-** 
houses aud all belongings are burned 
by the municipal agents. 
When the 
natives return, they are reimbursed, 
but few apply for assistance, and tie* 
result is great distress.

has gone forth that the fam ine in Iu

T im othy and his moth 
er received the gospel with “ nnfeigm 'd 
fa ith .” 
Seven years later, when P au l 
returned and T im othy had grown to 
young manhood, he was set apart to the 
work of an evangelist. 
He then became 
a companion and colaborer w ith Paul 
and was signally consecrated aud devot­ 
ed. 
Later he was stationed at Ephesus 
to check the heresies and licentiousness 
of the Ephesian church. Tradition says 
th a t he continued here as pastor of the 
church « f Ephesus and died a m a r ty r ’s 
death under D oinitian or Nerva. 
Iii w hat did T im othy resemble a J u n ­ 
ior Endeavor* r'f 
1. T im othy’s religious train in g be­ 
gan in liis childhood. 
That Iim o th y
